Filing Period (Established Party ONLY) - Monday, Nov. 27th - Monday, Dec. 4th

WHAT TO FILE: Candidates must file the following papers, except as noted: Statement 

of Candidacy, Loyalty Oath (optional), Receipt for filing a Statement of Economic 

Interest (excluding Precinct Committeepersons), and Nominating Petition sheets 

containing a sufficient number of original signatures.

1st Day to Circulate Petitions (Established Party ONLY) - Tuesday, September 5th

 Note: Independent and New Parties 1st day to circulate is March 26th and filing period 

is June 17th - June 24th.
